Valuable Rangea Throughout the 


Pacific Coast. 


Rich Velna In "Washington—Future Possi- 


bilities of a Ilcglou Hitherto Sup- 


poflcd to Ilu Devoid of 


Fuel Prospects. 


Tho magnitude of tho coal deposits 


In tho state of Washington is little 
realized away from the Pacific coast. 
Not all tho Atlantic states combined 
contain such a supply, according to a 
writer In the 'New York Tribune. 
"Workable veins aro known to exist in 
eighteen out of the thirty-four coun- 
ties, and they cover an area of more 
than 1,000,000 ncrcs. Tlie coal. ranges 
iu, character from cannel to seml-an- 
thracite, through all grades of domestic, 
gas, steaming, coking and smithing 
coals. With the exception of tho Ros- 
lyn mines in Kittitas county, the pro- 
,ductivo measures lie west of. the Cas- 
cade range.
